GENERAL INFORMATION 





We thank our many friends and cus- 
tomers for their very liberal patronage in the 
past, and trust that we will receive a fair 
share of their business in the future. 


We are prepared to take care of all orders 
from old and new customers, for such varieties 
as we grow. 


All plants from new beds, set in the 
spring of 1949 true to name, thrifty, well 
rooted, state inspected, Certificate of Inspec- 
tion goes on each shipment. Plants packed in 
damp moss and will arrive in fresh condition. 
We have just as good plants as can be found 
anywhere. 


At the close of the season, we sometimes 
sell out of some varieties (not often). If we 


should be sold out of any variety, shall we 
substitute? If so, state second choice. 


No order shipped C. O. D. unless half of 
purchase price is sent with order. 


1,000 plants weigh about 25 pounds, when 
packed ready for shipment. The Express rate 
on plants is one-fifth less than on merchan- 
dise. We do not charge for packing and crates. 
We pack in as light containers as will carry 
well. 


If an order should get lost while in tran- 
sit, we will refill same without charge, prov- 
ided you send a written statement from your 
Express agent that they did not arrive. We 
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must have a written statement’ from your 
agent before we refill an order or any part 
of:an order. 


If an order should get damaged while in 
transit, we will make the damage good, prov- 
ided that you get a statement from your Ex- 
press agent as to the amount of damages. 
Plants must be examined at the station in 
presence of the agent. 


We do all in our power to have plants 
come to you true to name. If plants should get 
mixed, we will not be responsible for more 
than purchase price. When plants are brought 
to packing house from the field, each variety 
is put in separate stalls, so there will not be 
any mistake in varieties. 


Write your name and Post Office address 
plain. If Post Office is different from Express 
Office, give both. Always state where you 
plain. We sometimes have a great deal of 
trouble by parties not making their letters 
want plants shipped. 


After the third Zone, express is cheaper 
than Parcel Post. 


HOW WE PREPARE OUR GROUND, 
SET AND CULTIVATE > 





Have ground broken deep, harrow well. 
Lay off rows from three and one-half to four 
feet. List with small turning plow or culti- 
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vator twisters, drag down to about level. Set 
plants 24 inches apart in rows. Always set 
plants with roots straight down to depth they 
were before dug. Never allow the crown or 
bud to get covered with dirt. When through 
setting, run six or eight inch shovel through 
the middles to drain from heavy rains. Plow 
every two weeks, and always after each rain, 
during the growing season. If you wish plants 
to start growing early in season, cut or pinch 
out all blooms, or bloom buds. During extreme 
hot weather, do not cultivate plants in heat of 
day. Just mornings while the earth is cool. 
About ten o’clock is when we quit in the 
mornings, during hot dry weather. Hot dry 
dirt worked in among the plants will kill some 
of them. We have always followed this plan 
and never made a failure. 


All varieties that we grow are perfect 
bloom; they do not have to be pollenized with 
other varieties.

Some parts of 
Texas set Missionary in preference to other 
varieties.

Blakemore—A well known variety, widely 
grown, a great favorite with many growers. 
Medium to large, good plant maker. Blake- 
more bears heavy crops of berries, early, car- 
ries well, always finds a ready market, 1,000, 
$7.00.

Premier—One of the sure winners. Sure 
cropper in most all sections of the country.
